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Feeding Instructions 

Young chicks: When fed warm and moist to young chicks, 
ZuPreem' AvianWeaning' Diet mimics the regurgitated food 
parents feed their chicks. Even though moist, the nuggets 
maintain their shape while being hand fed by humans. 

Heat a cup of water or clean unsweetened fruit juice to 105° F. 
Take care that the liquid is not too hot. Put several nuggets in 
the liquid and let the food soften. Throughout the feeding 
session, add more warm liquid if necessary to keep the 
temperature consistent. 

When feeding very young chicks, hold the moist nugget in your 
fingers and gently place the nugget on the chick's tongue. Allow 
ample swallowing time between nuggets. Continue feeding the 
warm moist nuggets until the chick is satisfied or the crop is full. 

Mature Chicks: Let older chicks bite or swallow the moist 
nugget. As the chick reaches the middle of the weaning stage, 
some chicks will be able to take the nugget from your fingers 
with their beaks. Then, towards the end of the weaning period, 
when the chick's coordination is more advanced, it will be able 
to grasp the nugget from your fingers with its feet or beak 
depending on the species. 

Once the chick is feeding itself from your hand, it is a small 
step to the feeding cup. For the next few weeks, offer the 
moistened AvianWeaning Diet in the feeding cup and slowly 
begin to add some dry nuggets. Do not leave moistened food 
in the bowl for more than four hours. After the bird is used to 
eating dry AvianWeaning Diet nuggets, begin adding ZuPreem 
AvianMaintenance" FruitBlend " Flavor or Natural Diets to the 
AvianWeaning Diet. Slowly adjust the proportion until a total 
adult diet is being fed.
